This imporiant question has been bobbing up and bobbing 
down again at different times, but-it never seems to get anywhere, 
and while we are spasmodically considering the issue the poor police- 
man is still doing his twelve hours a. day on the beat, is still doing 
extra duty without pay and losing sleep to appear in police court. 

If we are going to do anything for these policemen let’s do it 
8 If we are not, let's decide that they must work about 

double the union hours for about half the union scale of wages and 
drop the whole matter. : 

There are several of those policemen who could go at other 
things and make more money in shorter hours than they can at polic- 
ing a beat in Richmond. A great many persons are constrained to 
consider the policeman’s job a sinecure, a sort of loafing job, which 
doesn’t require much work, and gives the officer a great deal of time 
to grow fat and lazy. 

Anyone who believes this should try being a policeman for a 
week and see how it goes. It's not a boy’s job—not if it is properly 
handled. It is a man’s size job and it takes a man to handle it

Sacramento, June 18.—The jute 
mills at San Quentin prison are to be 
abolished and factories installed as a 
substitute, according to an announ- 
cement made today by the State 
Board of Control, following aconfer- 
ence with Warden J. A. Johnson of 
the prison. 

The jute mills furnish convicts 
work that is neither skilled, nor 
teaches them a trade that will be use- 
ful outside the prison walls. It is 
the plan to inaugurate plants in 
which corfvicts can be trained in 
trades that will be useful after their 
release, and at the same time will be 
profitable to the State.

Elkins, W. Va., June 18.—“ Colo-

CHILD LABOR IN FACTORIES 
EXPENSIVE SAY EXPERTS 


Washington, June 18.—Dr. A. J. 
MeKelway, southern secretary of the 
National Child Labor committee, .has 
just filed with the house committee 
on labor a written reply to the state- 
ments of the three South Carolina 
mill owners who spoke in Washing- 
ton recently against the Palmer- 
Owen federal child labor bill. Dr. 
A. J. McKelway quotes their own 
words to show that they would bene- 
fit from such legislation. 

He reminds the committee that one 
mill president said at the hearing: 
“If I were today ta consult my own

The various laws in the different 
territories have not only proved vexa- 
tious to the hunter, but have given 
refuge to the poacher and illicit ivory 
dealer. Every year the need for 
adequate protection: grows more urg- 
ent. Both the elephant and rhi- 


nocero take long to attain maturity 


and like the American bison and elk, 
seem unable to protect themselves 
from the.modern hunter. They breed. 


slowly and the stock is becoming dan- | 


gerously reduced. Herds have been 
wiped’ out because of their occasion- 
al raids on plantations, a course 
which Selous, the great game hunter, 
declares unnecessary, for the killing 
of their leaders would effectively 
frighten away the rest of the herd. 


But the greatest destruction has been 


due to ivory hunting in the case of 
the elephant, and horns, hide and 
meat in the case of the rhinoceros.
